PORT COLBORNE - Tim 
Waite’s mother Florence 
died of breast cancer nearly 
20 years ago. 

Despite the many years 
that passed since then, 
Waite is keeping his moth¬ 
er’s memory alive. For the 
first time, he and his com¬ 
mon-law wife Sylvie Viau 
joined about 200 others 
to walk along the roads of 
Port Colborne’s rural east 
side in the 18th annual 
Country Walk for Breast 

Viau said she was listen¬ 
ing to a Led Zeppelin song 
on a local radio station 
when she heard an adver¬ 


tisement for the event, held 
Sunday at Emerald Pines 
Golf Course, and decided 
to participate. She carried 
a sign with her during the 
walk, thanking the radio 
station for letting her know 
about the event, as well as 
playing her favourite band. 

Rosemary Armstrong 
was another first-time par¬ 
ticipant in the walk, estab¬ 
lished by cancer survivor 
Bonnie Jackson and Teresa 
Pizzo who lost her mother 
Ramona to breast cancer. 

“I’m walking for Diane 
and Charlene,” Armstrong 
said as she walked along 
the roads with her friend 
Marilyn Schwartz.

Although she has not 
yet tallied up the total 
number of participants or 
the money they raised, she 
said more than 160 people 
registered in advance and 
many more showed up 
Sunday to participate. 

“It’s amazing,” she said. 

She was also impressed 
to see newcomers, such as 
Waite, Viau and Armstrong. 

“We have some who have 
been here for 18 years, but 
we always get some new 
ones,” she said. 

Since the annual event 


began, she said organiz¬ 
ers managed to raise a 
total of about $375,000 and 
were hoping to break the 
$400,000 mark this year. 

“We already had $12,000 
going in,” she said, adding 
she was “absolutely” con¬ 
fident they’d reach their 
goal. 

Jackson, who survived 
breast cancer twice, said 
the breast-screening centre 
at the Port Colborne hos¬ 
pital has continued to 
inspire her to organize the 
event, along with Pizzo and 
Cheryl James. 

She said the Ramona 
Pizzo-Bonnie Jackson 
Breast Screening Centre 
"means so much” to the 
women who use it. She 
recalled years ago, before 
the centre was established, 
being in the x-ray depart¬ 
ment when you had to go 
for mammogram. 

“You sat in a room with 
just curtains on the win¬ 
dows,” she said. "A man 
might be next to you 
coughing, and a kid might 
be over there. It’s such a 
personal thing anyhow. It’s 
a personal and emotional 
thing for a woman to go 
through." 

But since the breast¬ 
screening Centre was built, 
“it’s beautiful now."

Century of milling celebrated in Port

PORT COLBORNE - In the 
early 1900s, Maple Leaf Mills 
was the largest flour mill in 
the British Empire. 

Today the mill, now owned 
by ADM Milling Co., is still 
one of the largest in Canada 
producing flour and baking 

Last Wednesday the com¬ 
pany celebrated its 100th 
anniversary in the commu¬ 
nity, with past and present 
employees, ADM manage¬ 
ment and dignitaries. 

"We take pride in what 
we do and in our people,” 
said Bob Dussault, the com¬ 
mercial manager of the Port 
Colborne mill at the end of 
King St. 

We take pride in 
what we do and 
in our people. I hope 
another 50 or 100 years 
from now people will get 
together and recognize 
the day. Hopefully, we’ll 
still be open.”

Dussault said the mill was 
built atop of a pier of wooden 
cribs and boulders extend¬ 
ing out into Gravelly Bay and 
the entrance of the Welland 
Canal. 

"This is a very significant 
day. Many people have 
worked here over the years, 
many families and the com¬ 
munity have been affected 
by the mill. There are many 
memories here...” he said. 

Loren Urquhart, ADM’s 
vice-president of sales, said 
back in 1911 Maple Leaf 


Mills would have been pack¬ 
ing flour into barrels. Now 
ADM is packing 20- and 
40-kilogram bags and deliv¬ 
ering bulk flour to custom¬ 
ers including Sobeys, Canada 
Bread and Westons. 

Urquhart said there have 
been other changes in the 
past 100 years at the plant. 

"In 1990, a $23-million mix 
plant was added and in 1997 
Maple Leaf was bought by 
ADM.” 

The plant sustained a 
deadly explosion and fire 
in 1960, which required 
the services of Buffalo Fire 
Department's fire boat, the 
E. M Cotter, to help extin¬ 
guish. The section of the 
plant destroyed in the fire, 
the glow of which could be 
seen for miles, was rebuilt 
within 15 months. The 
rubble of the plant was 
used to fill in the lower area 
of what is now H.H. Knoll 
Lakeview Park. 

John Little, ADM’s vice- 
president of manufacturing, 
said when Maple Leaf Mills 
first opened in 1911, there 
would have been about 2,550 
flour mills in the country. 

"Now there are between 25 
and 27, and Port Colborne is 
still here.” 

Little said some of the 100 
employees working at the 
mill are second-and third- 
generation millers, their 
fathers, grandfathers or great¬ 
grandfathers having worked 
at there in the past. 

Mayor Vance Badawey read 
from a publication Maple 
Leaf Mills released in 1911, 
called Grinding the Golden 
Grain, when the plant in Port 
Colborne opened. 

"It said, '... with our great 
inland waterways penetrat¬ 
ing half the continent, and 
our inexhaustible water 
powers, Canadians should 
be the millers of the world, 
and Canadian brains and 
enterprise are fast bringing 
us to that proud position. The 
new mill at Port Colborne 
furnishes further striking 
evidence of the fact. The two 


great determining factors in 
die location of such a mill are 
power and transportation; 
and from these viewpoints 
Port Colborne stands abso¬ 
lutely without a rival on the 
continent.’” 

Badawey said while 100 
years have passed since the 
mill opened and those words 


were written, not a lot has 
changed. 

"The location of the mill on 
the shores of Port Colborne 
has proved to be a sound 
business decision...” 

The mayor joined ADM 
officials in dedicating a 100th 
anniversary commemorative 
garden beside the main office 


of the plant, before head¬ 
ing into the warehouse with 
employees to enjoy a lunch 
and take in a historical dis¬ 
play put on at the company 
and Port Colborne Historical 
and Marine Museum.

TIMELINE 

1911- The Maple Leaf Milling 
Co. in Port Colborne began 
operations on Oct. 12. The 
company was incorporated 
in 1904. Grantham Mills, 

St. Catharines and Thorold 
Mills merged in 1901 to form 
Hedley Shaw Milling. 

In 1907, MLM acquired 
Hedley Shaw Milling. Built 
on concrete and rock pier 
on the Welland Canal at 
the entry to Lake Erie. The 
elevator wheat storage 
capacity was one million 
bushels. 

1917 - The mill was enlarged 
to become the largest in the 
British Empire. 

1943-Maple Leaf Milling 
reported all mills had run 24 
hours a day, six days a week 
from September 1939. 

1946-A feed plant was 
installed. 

1951-A 4,320-square- 
metre warehouse was built. 
1958-Major additions of 
new milling equipment, rolls 
and purifiers were installed. 

1960- Maple Leaf Milling 
Port Colborne mill was 
destroyed by an explosion 
and major fire, resulting in 
one death, six badly burned. 

1961- Maple Leaf Mills Ltd. 
was created through an 
amalgamation with Toronto 
Elevators Ltd. and Purity 
Flour Mills. 

1962- The east mill was 
started on Jan. 10, followed 
on March 20 by the west 
mill. April 16, the rye mill 
became operational. 

1970-Maple Leaf Mills 
tagged as “The world’s most 
modern mill.” 

1989 - A $23-million bakery 
mix production plant expan¬ 
sion was announced. 

1990 - Canada Packers 
merged with Maple Leaf 
Mills to form Maple Leaf 
Foods. 

1997-The flour milling 
operations were purchased 
by Archer Daniels Midland. 
The mill was re-named ADM 
Milling.

Turbine factories coming to Niagara

Inco ruling overturned

PORT COLBORNE — The 
Ontario Court of Appeals has 
dismissed a class-action law¬ 
suit against mining company 
Vale and reversed a $36-mil- 
lion award to Port Colborne 
residents. 

In a recent ruling made, a 
three-judge panel reversed a 
decision favouring a group of 
Port Colborne residents who 
claimed the former Inco (now 
Vale) nickel refinery plant was 
liable for a decrease in their 
property values due to land 
contamination. 

The decision overturns a 
ruling made by Superior Court 
Judge Joseph Henderson 
in July 2010 which called for 
the awarding of $36 million 
to more than 7,000 homes 
named in the lawsuit 

The original judgment called 
for the millions of dollars to be 
divided in three groups: about 
340 households on Rodney 
St. receiving $9 million, about 


1,500 households on Port 
Colbome's east side receiving 
$15 million and about 5,200 
homes on the west side receiv¬ 
ing $12 million. 

That decision was appealed 
by Vale within 30 days of 
its ruling. The appeal was 
successful. 

Rodney St. resident Ellen 
Smith said the decision of the 
Ontario Court of Appeal was 
“disheartening” — but she 
hasn't given up yet 

Smith, the representative 
plaintiff in the class action 
lawsuit against Vale called it 
“another hurdle we have to 
face and we’ve faced quite a 
few over the last 10 years." 

On top of the case dismissal, 
the appeal residents will now 
have to pay $100,000 to Vale 
to cover the company’s legal 

But Smith said affected 
property owners shouldn’t be 
concerned at this point. 

“It hasn’t come to that yet.” 

Cory McPhee, vice-pres¬ 
ident of corporate affairs 


of Vale said the company 
is “pleased by the court’s 
decision.” 

“The Ontario Court of 
Appeal has completely allowed 
the company's appeal. 

In a unanimous decision 
the court found that the plain¬ 
tiff class (lawsuit) had failed 
to establish any legal cause of 
action against the company. 
Additionally, the court clearly 
found that members of the 
class (residential homeowners 
in Port Colborne) suffered no 
reduction in property values 
as a result of the company’s 
operation.” 

In the 70-page court docu¬ 
ment, it noted waste products 
including nickel was released 
into the air via a 150-metre- 
tall smoke stack at the nickel 
refinery between 1918 and 
1984. Nickel oxide was found 
in varying amounts in the soil 
of many properties within sev¬ 
eral kilo-metres around the 
former Inco plant

Henderson ruled the Inco 
plant was a non-natural use 
ofland. 

The report stated the plant 
did not operate unlawfully 
or negligently at any time. 
Evidence showed Inco had 
complied with several envi¬ 
ronmental and government 
regulatory schemes towards its 
refinery operation. 

“There was no evidence 
that the emission levels from 
the refinery contravened any 
regulations," the report stated, 
noting the plant was in an 
industrial area, which posed 
no greater risk compared to 
other companies operating in 
the area. 

The Ministry of Environment 
had tested the soil for contami¬ 
nants and released a toxicology 


study. The MOE report noted 
there were two “hot spots” 
where nickel levels were high. 

Based on the MOE findings, 
the organization ordered Inco 
to remediate 25 affected prop¬ 
erties. Only 24 properties were 
remediated as Smith, would 
not allow Inco to remediate 
her land. 

Eric Gillespie, who repre¬ 
sented the plaintiffs on the 
case, could not be reached for 
comment. But Smith said there

Hay bale fire sparks talk of improved safety

PORT COLBORNE - It was the 
last straw. 

The recent inaugural Harvest 
Fall Festival, hosted by the 
Downtown Business Improvement 
Area and Port Colborne's eco¬ 
nomic development, 

tourism and marketing depart¬ 
ment, was a great success, but the 
event got off on a "sour note" on 
Friday night, said Dave Elliott. 

The Ward 1 councillor and BIA 
board member explained to coun¬ 
cil on Tuesday night about the 
actions that almost put a damper 
on the weekend’s festivities. 

To usher in the look and feel 
of fall, event organizers placed 
bales of hay, donated by The 
Mill Greenhouses, through¬ 
out the city’s downtown core as 
decoration. 

But "somebody or somebodies” 
took it upon themselves to set fire 
to the bales in front of the former 
Winchester Arms at about 6 p.m. 
on Friday, said Port Colborne Are 
Chief Tom Cartwright. 

The fire was quickly extin¬ 
guished but since several of the 
bales were placed close to down¬ 
town buildings, it was decided 
they would be removed and stored 
at the fire hall, he said. 

“We decided to err on the side 
of public safety.” 

Two hours following the hay 
bale fire, the contents of a garbage 
can were set ablaze in the West 



and Clarence St. area, he said, 
adding the decisionto remove the 
bales seemed to be a wise one. 

“I couldn’t believe when I heard 
about it," Elliott said, unable to 
understand why someone would 
do such a thing. 

“Enough is enough,” said Ward 
1 Coun. Bill Steele. 

“It’s getting to the point of ridic¬ 
ulousness downtown.” 

There have been several fires 


downtown and there seems to be 
an increase in vandalism occur¬ 
ring, Steele said. 

“We as a city, as a council, need 
to stand up and do something 
about this.” 

Steele suggested that brain¬ 
storming be done to determine 
just how to tackle the issue. 

“We definitely need to do some¬ 
thing,” said Ward 2 Coun. Angie 
Desmarais, 


who said the problem extends 
beyond the city’s downtown. 
The issue has been discussed 
at the Port Colborne/Wainfleet 
Community Policing committee 
meetings and a solution needs to 
be found, she said. 

“Behaviour has gotten way out 
of control.” 

Mayor Vance Badawey said 
the city has been in touch with 
Niagara Regional Police and 


a meeting has been set up with 
police Chief Wendy Southall and 
deputy chief Joe Matthews to see 
if more resources can be brought 
into the city. "This has gone on 
long enough,” Badawey said, call¬ 
ing it unfortunate that a handful of 
people are causing issues affecting 
so many in the community.

Subway, YMCA show interest in health and wellness centre

PORT COLBORNE - Now 
that construction is under¬ 
way on Port Colborne’s 
health and wellness centre, 
city staff are working to put 
programs in place to bring 
the facility to life. 

Last month the city 
announced it was accepting 


expressions of interest from 
organizations looking to 
provide programming and/ 
or operations for the facil¬ 
ity. Seven submissions were 
received. 

Niagara YMCA has 
expressed interest in the 
facility’s aquatics area and 
gymnasium; The Ice Box, 
Subway, Toffolo Enterprises 
and Centre Court Catering 


expressed interest in con¬ 
cessions; Goods Sports 
Excellenceexpressed inter¬ 
est in the retail portion of 
the facility, and interest was 
expressed by Subway, G&M 
Fitness and Niagara YMCA 
for the fitness centre. Gary 
Makins, Port Colborne’s 
manager of community 
services, said the city was 
pleased with the number 


of submissions it received, 
though it was somewhat of 
a surprise to see a lack of 
interest in programming for 
the new arena. 

Though the arena will 
be maintained by existing 
city staff, the municipality 
is seeking an organization 
that can expand on existing 
programming to make full 
use of the facility. 


All parties that submit¬ 
ted expressions of interest 
will now be asked to submit 
detailed breakdowns of 
their proposals, including 
the types of programming 
or products and services 
that will be provided, price 
points, projected capital 
outlay and “anything else 
they can bring to the table," 
Makins said. 


The detailed proposals 
should be before council 
in about a month’s time, he 
added. 

By bringing in external 
organizations, it’s antici¬ 
pated that expenditure costs 
will be reduced and revenue 
increased, Makins said, 
which ultimately means 
“keeping taxpayer cost as 
low as possible.”

Region hashing out economic development

THOROLD — A group of 
Niagara mayors want to see 
their local economic devel¬ 
opment officers put their 
stamp on plans for a new 
regional economic model. 

The mayors of St. 
Catharines, Welland, Niagara 
Falls, Port Colborne and Fort 
Erie met recently with the 
region's economic develop¬ 
ment task force to look for 
common ground in the often 
testy debate on a replace¬ 
ment for the ailing Niagara 
Economic Development 

Several foes of the plan 
said they came away expect¬ 
ing their own officers to put 
their heads together with the 

“This new approach could 
be successful,” said Niagara 
Falls Mayor Jim Diodati. “The 
old approach ... seemed to 


presume the municipalities 
would give up authority in 

That approach, echoed by 
the other mayors, would see 
local development officers 
lend their input to the new 

Diodati, who pronounced 
the new economic develop¬ 
ment plan “doomed to fail” 
when it debuted over the 
summer, said the latest move 
left him more optimistic. 

"I’m much more hope¬ 
ful with the direction we're 
taking now," he said. 

Of Niagara’s 12 munici¬ 
palities, only the five at the 
meeting have economic 
development officers. Only 
one of those five mayors, Port 
Colborne’s Vance Badawey, 
backed the region’s plan. 

The meeting had several 
local economic development 
officers sit in. 

"There’s no attempt by the 
Region to change what any of

the EDOs are doing, because 
they work for the munici¬ 
palities," said Regional Chair 
Gary Burroughs. He figured 
they’re well-positioned to 
work hand-in-hand with the 
new model. 

“It'll be their decision 
to make, but it’s not a ‘my 
way or the highway’ sort of 
thing,” he said. 

But he stopped short of 
saying the meeting would 
produce a compromise, 
saying it was aimed at clari¬ 
fying details of the new plan. 

Council is expected to 
vote on a plan that will be a 
transition to the one-stop- 
shopping model Oct. 27. 


But it could still see some 
tweaking before then, 
said St. Catharines Coun. 
Alan Caslin, cochair of the 
Region’s economic develop¬ 
ment task force. 

“It’s a fluid document,” he 
acknowledged. 

He said staff and the 
development officers need 
to meet and decide what 
needs to be done. 

The mayors’ demands, 
he said, "are not unrea¬ 
sonable” and could be 
accommodated. 

He said he left the meeting 
feeling better about the new 
plan’s chances. “It’s impor¬ 
tant that we have everyone's 


buy-in and we’re all pulling 
in the same direction." 

Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin said any changes that 
are made would be up to the 
development officers and 
the region. 

Though pleased with the 
meeting, he said the region 
should have talked to local 
officers first, calling them 
“experts in the field." 

“We need some sort of 
level of economic develop¬ 
ment profile at the region, 
but how’s it going to work so 
it’s not duplicating or frus¬ 
trating the efforts of local 
EDOs as well?” 

Welland Mayor Barry 
Sharpe said he felt the local 
officers got more respect at 
the meeting than they have 
previously. 

“It really was a concern 
for me at the last commit¬ 
tee of the whole meeting,” he 
said. “There literally wasn’t 
a mention of the EDOs in 


the economic development 
report that was brought to 
council.” 

He said the planned meet¬ 
ing between the officers and 
the task force was “a step in 
the right direction. Perhaps 
it breaks through a bit of the 
impasse that’s been there.” 

The meeting struck a good 
note with St. Catharines 
Mayor Brian McMullan, a 
vocal oppon e nt of the new 
economic development 

He said he hopes the end 
result blends the best of 
the region’s model and an 
approach pitched by the 
development officers. 

“I think many of us felt 
we weren’t as far apart as 
we might have thought,” he 

"There’s more work to be 
done — I don’t want to give 
the impression there’s not 
— but we agreed on a way to 
move forward."
